Terms And Conditions of Sale 


This is a public auction and mail bid sale conducted in the State of California by auctioneers on behalf of Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, 
Inc. The auction is selling numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. 


All lots shall be sold to the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. If any dispute arises during or immediately after the sale of a 
lot, the auctioneer shall have the right to recall the lot and put it up for sale again. In all cases, the auctioneer’s decision shall be absolute 
and final. For the bidder’s protection, NO ‘‘UNLIMITED”’ or ‘“‘BUY’’ BIDS WILL BE ACCEPTED. 


A 10% buyer’s charge will be added to the ‘‘hammer price’’ of each lot as determined by the auctioneer. This 10% buyer’s fee will be added 
to the invoice of each successsful bidder regardless of a bidder’s affiliation with any group or organization.

No warranty, whether expressed or implied, is made with respect to such adjectival descriptions, which can and do vary among experts. 


This is not an approval sale. Bidders shall promptly pay for all lots on which they are the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. 
In the event of non-payment by the buyer determined by the auctioneer, Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. expressly reserves the right 
to refuse to deliver the lots, and in addition, any and all rights that it would be entitled to under the Uniform Commercial Code. Mid-American 
Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. also retains the right to offset any accounts due, whether now or in the future, against funds, numismatic items 
or collateral in their possession.

BLANK PLANCHET FOR A WAR-TIME NICKEL 


A blank planchet for a War-Time (1942-1945) Jefferson Nickel. 
Type 2, with upset rims (the final state, ready for striking). The 
planchet was apparently defective, as laminations may be seen on 
either side. These laminations are caused by gases which were 
in the original metal ingot. When the ingot is flattened and rolled 
out, these “‘bubbles” cause a separation of the metal. This may 
have been the cause for the rejection of this planchet, as the resul- 
tant coin would also have been highly defective. 


Blank planchets are one of the most popular errors with collectors of such items. 
Blank planchets for War-Time Nickels are even more popular, because of the short 
life of the series.

If you examine the space above the E of STATES on the 
reverse, you will notice a small gap. A denticle was supposed to appear in this posi- 
tion, but the gap is too narrow to accomodate another denticle without seriously 
encroaching upon the ones on either side of it. When we look at it from the finish- 
ed standpoint, we may say to ourselves, ‘“Why not just squeeze another on in there?” 
On the other hand, when we look at it from the die-cutter’s standpoint, what we 
see is a tiny ridge of metal upon which we are to stamp “just one more”’ denticle. 
The problem for the die-cutter is that it is extremely difficult to impress the denti- 
cle on that small ridge. If he hits the stamp just right, he'll be okay. If he misses, 
or slips, the stamp could damage that area of that die. Since the engraving of the 
dies was one of the most significant expenses of the early Mint, perhaps the die 
engraver opted not to risk damaging the die, and hoped instead that numismatists 
of later times would not notice the small gap!

It has good luster, no serious 
bagmarks and shows an above-average strike. We feel that this 
variety is extremely underpriced relative to its rarity. 


1066. 1877-S Trade Dollar. Select Uncirculated (64/64). A near-Gem, 
with original toning on both sides. The underlying surfaces are 
quite lustrous and brilliant. The reverse shows an area where the 
luster has been dulled by a source of sulfur (most likely a rubber 
band laid across this area), and there are traces of old fingerprints.

1937 Antietam Commemorative Half Dollar. Superb Uncir- 
culated (67/67). An absolutely original example of this issue, with 
deep toning outlining untoned areas, which appear in the shape 
of the tab of the original holder in which this coin obviously resided 
for many years. The light reverse devices are outlined by similar, 
deep toning. The overall eye appeal of this example is excellent.

This 
coin is far above average for the date and it is nice enough for 
inclusion in almost anyone’s set. 


In this grade, the 1849-C Gold Dollar is at least a low Rarity 6. Due to its status 
as the first Gold Dollar struck at the Charlotte Mint, this date is very popular. 


GEM 1850 GOLD DOLLAR 


1077. 1850 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Light Date. A remarkable and 


stunning coin. The luster is outstanding, with both the obverse 
and the reverse showing glowing, frosty surfaces. The color is 
a deep yellow changing to orange-gold while the strike is as sharp 
as one could hope for. The few marks present on the entire coin 
are located on the obverse and they are very, very faint. This 
is an important Type coin and it is a legitimately rare coin in 
this grade.

Prooflike, but not as decep- 
tive as many of the deeply mirrored “‘first strikes’? which are 
usually confused with Proofs. The strike shows the usual area 
of weakness at the knot of the bow, but overall the quality of 
the strike is above average.

Business strikes, while scarce, have become somewhat more available due to

1103. 1879 Select Uncirculated (64/64). A deeply mirrored Prooflike, 
which gives the appearance of a Proof, at first glance. Sharply 
struck, with the exception of the word LIBERTY, which is weak 
(as usual). 

f : ; One of only 3,000 business strikes made for the year. 

1097. 1861 Gem Proof (65/65). This coin is a classic combination of 
rarity and condition. The obverse shows some “cameo” contrast, 
with the frosted devices set off by the extremely reflective fields. 
The delicate orange-gold and greenish toning offers evidence that 
this is a wholly original piece. It is free of hairlines and is very 

attractive. The few examples of this date which have traded in 
recent years have either been impaired or unattractive. We feel 
confident in stating that this rarity is one of the finest Proof 1861 
Gold Dollars which is currently available to collectors. 

The reported mintage of 349 pieces has been a source of controversy for years. 
Why would the Mint suddenly strike 349 Proofs when, for instance, the mintage 
in 1862 was only 35? Perhaps this figure was an “entry error” in the Mint log 
which went uncorrected and has been perpetuated ever since. At any rate, sur- 
vivors are very rare, with perhaps 20 or so known (some of these are impaired, 
while others are impounded in museums or strongly held collections).

1104. 1881 Select Uncirculated (64/64). Virtually a Gem, with Proof- 
like surfaces and pinkish-gold toning. Very well struck in all 
repects. A few scattered marks are visible, but none of them are 
of any serious consequence.

A few Mint caused irregularities 
at the rims are the only defects worth mentioning. This is another 
low mintage issue of just 12,261 pieces. 


GEM PROOF 1888 GOLD DOLLAR 


1107. 1888 Gem Proof (65/65). Unlike most purported ‘*Proofs” seen 
of this date, this specimen is unquestionably of Proof status. The 
fields are fully mirrored and highlighted by sharp, “cameo” 
devices. This is a simply stunning example, and one of the most 
attractive Gold coins in this sale. A well-preserved example, 
which should command great interest. 


In the cataloguer’s opinion, Proof Gold Coinage represents one of the best values 
on today’s market. Proof Gold Dollars now retail for just a fraction above many 
much more common silver issues (such as Trade Dollars, Seated Dollars, or Morgan 
Dollars). 


1108. 1831 Gem Proof (65/65). One of an unknown (but obviously 
very small number) struck. While some early Gold Proofs are 
of somewhat questionable status, this coin is a no-questions-asked 
Proof. It was struck on a polished planchet and it appears to have 
received at least two blows from the die. The obverse shows ex- 
ceptional “cameo” contrast, with the heavily frosted devices offset 
by unfathomably deep fields. Both sides are toned to a gorgeous 
deep orange-gold color. A few small marks are visible on the 
obverse, and this coin can be readily identified by an area of 
toning at the date as well as an area of frost below the eagle’s 
left wing.

This 
is far and away the finest example of this date we have handled 
and (it is) certainly one of the finest known. 


This is an extremely rare coin in AU. Currently, there is not a single piece known 
that grades fully Mint State and of the five-seven known AU's, most grade in the 
50/50 range. The only other example we know of which rivals this is the Dr. Mon- 
tgomery, Lot 1308 example which realized $6600 in Auction ‘84.” 


CORONET TYPE (1840-1907) 


1843-O About Uncirculated (55/55). Small date and mintmark: 
normal stars. Frosty, with a slightly Prooflike obverse. Struck in 
light gold and toned to a deeper coloration about the rims. While 
this coin does not show much wear, the surfaces are a bit abraded 
(particularly on the obverse). 


This variety is also known in a late die state where the stars are thin (this is pro- 
bably due to regrinding of the die).

The sur- 
faces show some minor scuffiness, but this is not inconsistent with 
the grade. This date is not as rare in Mint State as it was at the 
time of the publication of Akers book on Quarter Eagles (were 
there a number of these in the Jackson, TN hoard?), but Uncir- 
culated 1854-O Quarter Eagles are still quite scarce. 


RARE 1874 QUARTER EAGLE 


1874 Extremely Fine (40/40). An evenly worn piece which still 
has some original luster remaining. A small mark below OF on 
the reverse serves as identification. This is a rare coin, with on- 
ly 3,920 business strikes produced. 

In our opinion, coins of this ilk are ridiculously underpriced. Here is a coin 
which is probably a low Rarity 6 in any grade, but which will probably only sell 
for $300-$400. That’s real value! 


VERY RARE 1883 QUARTER EAGLE 


. 1883 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). High Date. One of just 1,920 
business strikes of this year. Prooflike, with very attractive natural 
coppery-orange toning on both sides. A small mark before Liber- 
ty’s nose serves as identification. This is a very rare and under- 
rated date in Mint State. The Quarter Eagle specialist may not 
have the chance to bid on a significantly finer business strike 
1883 for many years!

1143. 1855 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Satiny and somewhat Prooflike: 

The planchet Shows some 
very light parallel die striations (especially on the obverse) as 
made. These are really only visible when the coin is tilted under 
a strong light source. Otherwise, the surfaces are quite clean and 
the strike is very sharp. While this coin will probably not sell 
for much of a premium (if any) over a “common” date, it is. 
in fact, quite scarce in strict Mint State.

1142. 1854-D Extremely Fine (45/45). Struck in medium green gold 
(as is characteristic of this issue) and superbly toned, with fiery 
coppery-orange hues in the protected areas.

There 
is an unusual amount of detail visible in the hair and the head- 
dress, and the wreath is sharp. The milling is blurry and faint 
(as expected; any example of this date which DID have sharp 
milling would immediately be very suspect).

1854-D Three Dollar Gold Piece is a very rare coin in this grade.

1144. 1862 Gem Proof (65/65). One of only 35 Proofs struck. This

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coin is the very epitome of a Gem, original piece of Proof Gold. 
It has wholly undisturbed surfaces (in fact, they are so clean that 
establishing this coin’s pedigree was made very difficult by the 
lack of identifying characteristics!) which have delightful pale 
cloudy toning. The obverse presents a deep “cameo” effect, and 
both sides show full wire rims. All in all, this is one of the finest 
Proof Threes (of any date) which we have seen or handled. 

We estimate that bewtween 12 and 17 Proofs survive. From 1972 to 1985 there 
were a total of Il auction appearances and these almost certainly represented a 
number of re-appearances of the same coin(s). It should be remembered that at 
least three are impounded in “permanent” collections (ANS, SI and the Connec- 
ticut State Library), a few are impaired and still others are in prominent collec- 
tions where they will, no doubt, reside for many decades. 

This specimen is ex Lot 742 of Rarcoa’s famous August 1978 Kaufman Collec- 
tion Sale. 


1874 About Uncirculated (55/55). A frosty coin, with nearly all 
of its original mint luster still intact. The surfaces show a few scat- 
tered marks (as expected). This minimally worn ‘‘Three”’ is a good 
alternative to the more expensive MS-60/60 examples. 


POSSIBLE OVERDATE 1878 


1146. 1878 About Uncirculated (50/50). The second 8 shows a curv- 
ed line, which does not match the top of the 8, within the upper 
loop.

1150. 1881 Gem Proof (65/65). One of only 54 struck; between 18 
and 24 of these still exist. This splendid coin is almost certainly 
one of the finest of these limited numbers of survivors, It has 
a full “cameo” obverse, with the frosted device superbly con- 
trasted by very deep golden fields. The reverse shows some 
medium orange-gold toning, especially at the center. Both sides 
have full orange-peel surfaces and show an almost complete 
absence of hairlines. Most importantly, this piece has great “‘eye 
appeal.’

A simply beautiful coin, with superb orange-gold and pinkish 
colorations enhanced by deep luster. The surfaces are quite clean 
and the strike is sharp. This is another Three Dollar Gold Piece 
with great “eye appeal.” 
Only 6,000 business strikes were coined.

1152. 1795 Very Fine (35/35). Hilt 6-F. From the standpoint of detail, 
this coin comes very close to the Extremely Fine category. 
However, the surfaces do exhibit some scattered marks, with the 
most prominent ones appearing about the date. Overall, this is 
quite attractive, and a good example of our first United States Gold 
Coinage. 


1153. 1797/5 Extremely Fine (45/45). Breen 13-Y, Hilt 10-N (High 
Rarity 6, possibly Rarity 7). A perfect coin for the grade. Struck 
in bright yellow gold which shades to light green. The planchet 
is perfect, with no adjustment marks and very few circulation 
marks. The centering is excellent, with all of the denticles clear 
and sharp. As on all known specimens of this variety, the tenth 
star on the obverse, the hair to the left of Liberty’s ear and the 
upper left side of the shield are somewhat weakly struck. A tiny 
area of coppery toning at the A in STATES serves as identifica- 
tion. We can add little more except to say that this is one of the 
rarest coins in this sale. 

While no one is certain how many of these were struck (or, really, exactly when 

they were produced) it seems safe to say that between 12 and 20 1797/5 Heraldic 

Eagle Half Eagles are known. The finest known piece is the Dunham coin, which 

is said to grade AU-SS or so. In this decade, only three specimens have been sold 
at auction. These are Amon Carter, Lot 640, Eliasberg, lot 332 and Coles, Lot 

ADJUSTING ROOM UNITED STATES MINT, PHILADELPHIA 62. All of these coins realized between $10,500 and $12,500, but none were as 

nice as the presently offered specimen. We believe that this coin will realize $15,000 

or more. At this level, it will represent one of the biggest bargains in this sale. 

A similarly graded 1795 Small Eagle (which is common compared to the 1797/5) 

would realize $7000 or so. In terms of value, the 1797/5 should be worth three 

to four times what a 1795 Small Eagle is worth!

An ex-jewelry 
piece which is extensively worn, smooth edged and has been plugg- 
ed at the upper obverse.

With the price of Mint State Half Eagles 
of this Type becoming prohibitive to almost all collectors, a coin 
such as this becomes a real prize to the advanced Gold Type 
collector. 


CAPPED HEAD TYPE, MODIFIED BY KNEASS (1829-1834) 


1159. 1831 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Large 5 D. This absolutely 
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STUNNING coin was last sold as Lot 810 in the famous August 
1978 Kaufman Collection Sale held by Rarcoa. We quote, in full, 
their enthusiastic description: “1831 Large 5 D. SUPERB GEM 
BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED with full Prooflike surface. There 
are a few light handling marks in the fields, which stand out more 
than they would on a frosty coin. A few tiny rim marks on the 
obverse are the only detractions to this otherwise magnificent 
specimen, and they should not greatly affect its value. Unques- 
tionably, the MOST BEAUTIFUL Half Eagle in this sale. While 
not as rare as some of the other dates in this series, it must be 
one of the FINEST QUALITY pieces ever to come on the market! 
As a matter of fact, the coin might have been minted as a PROOF 
or a Presentation Piece, since it was obviously struck from highly 
polished dies on a polished blank (the Proof-like luster even ap- 
pears within the vertical stripes of the shield on the reverse). Should 
see a runaway price.” The coin realized $35,000. 


We would like to add a few random thoughts/comments to the 
above description. Firstly, after carefully comparing this coin to 
the Proof 1831 Quarter Eagle in this sale, we believe that this coin 
was, in fact, struck as a Proof. Our opinion is based on the fact 
that this coin shows the same surface texture as on the Quarter 
Eagle, a similarly sharp strike, partially squared rims and, final- 
ly, an area of frost on the reverse which is similarly located to 
that found on the Quarter Eagle. Secondly, the “rim marks” 
fleetingly discussed by the previous cataloger are, in fact, the in- 
famous tack marks found on a number of the coins in the Kauf- 
man Collection. These were the result of a decision to affix a 
number of the coins in the collection to boards for display pur- 
poses - the coins were literally nailed onto the boards! As the pic- 
ture above shows, these marks are clearly visible to the naked eye. 
We honestly believe that without these marks, this coin would be 
worth $125,000 or so. Even with these marks, it is one of the 
“neatest’”’ coins we have ever handled and a piece which is 
guaranteed to elicit considerable reaction from anyone who views it.

Large date; Large 5 in the value, 
berry in branch. Evenly worn and clean for the grade. The reverse 
is actually quite choice. Scarce. 


CORONET TYPE, NO MOTTO (1839-1866) 


1848 Select Uncirculated (64/64). A truly beautiful example, 
displaying full mint bloom on both sides. At the time Akers wrote 
his book on this series, he noted that ‘No uncirculated piece has 
been offered for sale at public auction in the past six years and 
only a handful of AU’s have been sold during the same period.” 
This is a truly important coin for the specialist of United States 
Gold. 


The only comparable example for which we can find a price record is the Robert- 
son piece sold by us in 1985 for $6750. The Eliasberg coin (in MS60) brought $3,520!

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dies, with the obverse appearing to be off-center as a result. 
Despite this lack of skill in striking, the central details are very 
sharp, with good hair, feather and claw detail. The surfaces are 
lustrous, with no serious marks noted. The bevelling of the edges 
which is present on this coin is characteristic of the issue. The 
method of strike for this coin leads us to believe that it very well 
could be one of the unknown number of 1861-D Half Eagles 
struck by the Confederacy.
